The hog cholera situation in Pettis 


county, at the present time, seems to 


be very encouraging, says Dr. Ralph 


Graham, who has succeeded Dr. B, 


W . Murphy as the head of the Pettis 


county station, United States bureau 


of animal industry. 
Continuing, Dr. 


Graham says: 


“ There are only a few scattering 


cases iii the county, and the source of 


infection in most of these cases has 


been attributed to cholera outside of 


the county or to infected premises. 
“ The anti-hog cholera serium treat­ 
ment is only a protection, aud its 
value, therefore, is only for the time 
the immunity 
lasts, 
which 
varies 
from three weeks to ninety days. 
It 
is plain to be seen that the most im­ 
portant part of hog cholera eradica­ 
tion is "the cleaning up of tho infect­ 
ed fat 
s. 
W ith this in view we have 
started, under the direction of the 
state veterinarian, a clean-up cam­ 
paign. 
This clean should be very 
thoroughly and carefully done. 
Of 
course, it is impossible to cover every 
individual case, and only general sug- 
gestions can be made as a guide.

their legal residences. This is said to 
he a great tax-dodging place, anyway, 
as “intangible” assets are not taken 
into consideration in making assess­ 
ments. It is for that reason that some 
wealthy 
people

V’ealth in this intangible form, come 
to Washington, maintain a sufficient 
lesidence here to make 
returns, and 
avoid as much of the tax as possible.

The shooting followed a raid (made 
on Weisman’s store near here by Cod­ 
ding and Thomas Larkin, a deputy 
sheriff. 
After the raid Weisman said he 
was ill, and Codding, who was in a 
motor car, told him to accompany* 
him to Leavenworth and get (medical 
t '•eat ment. 
Weisman came down to the road 
and stepped on tho running board of 
the machine, and, according to wit­ 
nesses, drew a revolver 
and 
fired 
twice at the assistant attorney gen­ 
eral. 
The first bullet passed over 
Codding’s head. 
Weisman has l»ccn arrested many 
fbries for violating 
tho 
prohibitory 
law'.

He had 
charge of much of the active w'ork 
of ridding l^eavenworth county of il­ 
legal liquor sellers and made many 
enemies among them.

MEND MARKET ROADS FIRST 


Country Produce Must Have Easier 
Way to Town, Says President 
Waters of Kansas College. 


Improve the roads first by which 
farmers must market their produce, 
then look to the betterment of the 
cross-country roads. 
That is the ad­ 
vice of Dr. H. J. Waters, president of 
the Kansas Agricultural college. 
Ten per cent of the Kansas public 
highways carry 75 per cent of the total 
traffic, the president said.* Figures in 
the office of the state highway engineer 
show that it costs $11,000,000 every 
year to get the surplus products from 
the Kansas farm to the railway sta­ 
tion. If this ten per cent of road ^ere 
improved, a saving of $2,000,000 a year 
to Kansas farmed easily would be ef­ 
fected.

All litter or manure that will not 
burn. should he piled up, well mixed 
with lime and allowed to stand tor a 
few' days, after which it may he haul­ 
ed to a field and scattered where it 
will not be accessible to stock. 
“After all lots, sleeping places, etc., 
have been thoroughly cleaned, spray 
floors and aides of sheds with a 3 per 
cent compound solution of cresol, U. 
S. P., then sprinkle 
the 
dampened 
surface with air-slacked lime. 
“Where hogs have been kept iu 
lots around straw' stacks, the stacks 
should he burned if possible, or the 
straw pulled out from 
around 
the 
bottom and burned or treated with 
lime, as above mentioned. The ground 
around the stack, and the sui face of 
the stack three feet from the ground, 
should then be sprayed with com­ 
pound solution of cresol, and sprin­ 
kled freely with lime. 
“When practicable, hog lots should 
be plowed up and some sort of a crop 
grown on them. 
Ponds should be 
drained and limed or fenced co as to 
keep all stock away from them. 
If 
water is needed from the pond, a 
pipe can be used to run it into a tank. 
“It is most important that a thor­ 
ough and careful cleaning be done on 
al! infected farms, if we expect to 
eradicate hog cholera 
from 
Pettis 
county. 
Hog owners who have not 
had cholera would he greatly bene­ 
fited 
by 
keeping all litter around 
their lots burned up. 
By do’ng this 
they would lessen the chance of har­ 
boring the infection, to break out 
later. 
“With the co-operation of the farm­ 
ers of Pettis county in isolating the 
infected hogs and thoroughly cleaning 
up infected lots, hog cholera in a 
short time can be completely eradi­ 
cated from the county.”
